who print songs almost exclusively-
more paper is consumed in a year in
the business than is used by many
newspapers and many thousands of
dollar are spent yearly for adverts ¬

ing Few good songs come
England which once practically sup ¬

pled the market but American sngsold there in large
thousands of copies go every year to

recent development Fifteen years ago
there was little money inthe popular
song business but today there is a
fortune in It for a man with two or

Aguinaldo was usually surrounded by

various members of his staff none of

other attributes Aguinaldo Is always
at the head He Is I born Ileader and
has just enough tact to adopt expedi-
